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LAST YEAR’S WEATHER 


A year ago Max Weatherbrain predicted that the weather in 1963 would be 
colder than that in 1962.

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OUTDOOR PLANTING 
SUGGESTIONS 


The best time to plant crops is in the daytime. During the evening hours it 
gets very dark and you’re liable to throw broccoli seeds in the asparagus patch. 
Furthermore, another point to remember is that you should be sure to rotate 
your crops. A good way to do this is to arrange them alphabetically so that 
you wouldn’t get mixed up. Simply start with Alfalfa and work your way 
down to Zillias. Also, fertilizer is important in the planting of crops and no 
farm should be without a couple of horses in the fields. This is an inexpensive 
way of handling the problem but if you have money you would be wise to 
invest in the new 1964 brand of fertilizer that contains chlorophyll. This was 
recently invented so as to prevent your nosey neighbors from getting wind of 
what you’re doing.

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DOING AWAY WITH 
INSECT PESTS

Insects account for a considerable amount of trouble on farms all over the 
country—annoying pests like beettes in your barley, moths in your melons, 
lice in your lettuce and mainly, ants in your pants! What the farmer must do 
is to find new ways of combatting these tiny killers. One novel idea is to use 
the trick of camouflage. 


By redesigning your fields to make them appear to be what they’re not, your 
property is certain to fool a great many of the ravaging insects. Now this can 
be done in many interesting ways. One method is to place two dummy air- 
planes in the center of your field thus making it look like an airport. Another 
gimmick is to make your pasture diamond-shaped so that it resembles a base- 
ball field. Since most insects are conditioned by instinct to go only where plant 
life is, these camouflages will invariably throw them off their course. 


Finally, as a last resort where other methods fail, forming a huge mushroom- 
shaped cloud by circulating smoke high above your fields will almost certainly 
frighten away all your insect pests these days—as well as any human pests who 
happen to be scavenging in the area.
